This shows what an amazing amount 


of labor they must perform. 
Their in- 


dustry would appear to be indispensable 
to their very existence, 
These amounts 


also reveal to what an extent tho visita- 
tiion of flowers must go on in tho insect 
world, and help us to understand how it 
is that flowers aro so dependent on 
insects for fertilization, so that wo can 
•well believe the forms of flowers to ha_ve 
beon determined in reference to the in- 
sects frequenting them, and that tho 
colors of the petals may servo to attract 
insects by way of advertisement, us 
colored bills attract the eyes of busy 
men. This view of tho use of color and 
odor in flowers may seem to smack too 
much of trade and commerce, neverthe- 
less it is the view to which science now 
gives undivided support. We have beon 
BO long accustomed to look r.ppn tho 
beauty of tho floral world as if it wero 
exclusively for man's gratification, that 
it is difficult for us to believe that tho 
delicately perfumed and showy petals ot 
the rose or lily should bo primarily in- 
tended for the benefit of tho plant 
possessing them. But it must bo re- 
membered that each organism lives for 
itself, and its own laws, and does not 
possess any organ which is exclusively 
Cor tho advantages of another,

on uccount of its r.timeroii3 political 
crime?, injures rather than benefits by its 
iiilvocucy, even tho most worthy cause. 
The Greek church, too, has a deep-rooted 
though generally unexpressed suspicion 
llmt knowledge, particularly that of a 
scientific character, may bo dangerous to 
the perpetuation to its peculiar tenets. 


Yet, with all these, disadvantages, the 


c<luc.atiou:;l progress which has taken 
place in Kussia during the past century 
is, as compared with tho previous condi- 
tion of the country, by no means incon- 
siderable. 
As early as 17G3 a school law 


was passed, but it was practically without 
effect, and in 1802 tho province in which 
Si. Petersburg is located possessed but 
thirteen educational institutions of any 
characte:-. 
In that year a Ministry o£ 


1'ublic Instruction was established, and 
hnpes were entertained that this innova- 
tion heralded the commencement of a 
new era. 
The anticipation proved un- 


founded, however, for after seventy-five 
years had passed there were in the capi- 
tal only three more schools than 
at 


tiic opening of the century. In 1877 
Conn*. Tolstoi, now Minister of the In- 
terior, was plated in control ot the De- 
partment of education, lie proved him- 
self energetic, indeed, but his energy was 
unaccompanied by that most essential re- 
quisite, good judgment. 
He founded a 


n;i;nber of excellent universities ar.d 
(.itli'.-r higher institusiuiis of learning, but 
neglected entirely tlie cause of elementary 
education. The absurdity of this course 
in a country the majority of whose, in- 
habitants 
are 
densely 
illiterate 
is 


su.'licienlly apparent. 
(JountTolstoi was, 


moreover, a thorough-going advocate of 
tlie classics, and, in his new universities, 
caused Latin and Greek to almost en- 
tirely exclude all instruction in the prac- 
tical sciences, 


At present there are in all the citiesan(J 


larger" tosvns of Kussia public schools of 
some description. Moscow, last year, had 
forty-three, and St. 1'etcrsburg eighty- 
eight. The number attending tlie schools 
of the former city was 4,591, und the lat- 
ter 4,074. From these figures it appears 
that Moscow, with less than half St. 
Petersburg's 1,300,000 inhabitants, sup- 
lilies educational facilities to about the 
same number of children. But how in- 
adequate these facilities are in both cities 
is shown by the fact that both are 
jb'iigod to turn away annually thousands 
of applicants for admission 
to thctf 


schools. 
It must be remembered, more-' 


over, that gratuitous instruction forms 
no part, of the Uusslan school 
policy. 


Kadi pupil is required to pay an annual 
fee of from SI.20 to $2.70. 
This sum, 


small a.s it is, when added to the cost of 
liouks, plat-cs admsssioti to the schools be- 
yuinl tiic reach of the. lowest classes. 


The Russian schools, if judged by that 


crucial test, the salaries paid to the 
Ivaciiers, ir.nst be regarded as of a low 
snide-. In Bt. Petersburg the annual re- 
muneration of the bast teachers is only 
?-l">i> anil lodging. 
In Moscow the sala- 


ries are considerably less, and assistant 
female teachers receive only about 3180. 
.Fur sUrva'Jon wages like these, of course, 
jidy a very inferior order of teaching 
ibility can be obtained, and the profes- 
sion is, in consequence, regardeu with 
but little re.=pect by the people. 
The 


pupils receive instruction in the rudi- 
nicntb of arithmetic, reading and writing, 
but no where is there any attempt to in- 
culcate tin1 elements uf science. 
As re- 


gards furniture the schools are well, even 
luxuriously provided, but in hardly ai:y 
instance are the. school buildings owned 
by the Slate,, and. they arc, in conse- 
quence, iiiconvcuienlly planned struct- 
ures originally constructed for other pur- 
poses, and deficient iu ventilation and 
drainage. 


As regards higher education, Kussii; is 


com.parativclv well provided. 
Several of 


her universities arc most excellent speci- 
mens of their class, well equipped with 
modern appliances, and possessing pro- 
fessors of a classhardiy to be excelled by 
those of England 
and Germany. 
In 


these institutions the sons uf rich men 
can complete a course of instruction 
commenced tinder private tutors, but 
they are wholly inaccessible to the great 
mass of the people.—lloclicslcr Democrat 
and Ckronide. 


The Overflow Hug. 


We lived in Fresno County two years, 


in the northeastern part, and in the foot- 
hills of the Sierra .Nevada. 
It is hot and 


dry there; no trees and many rocks 
where we were; thermometer ranging 
i'roir. '.Hi 
0 to lOb" for about three months. 


In Juno and July, when hottest and 
driest, the "overflow bug''filled the air 
between sunset ar.d dark; you could not 
with safety o]>cn your mouth. 
They 


would light all over your clothes; they 
filled the liouses, they swarmed on the 
table, in the milk, sugar, flour, bread, 
and everywhere there was a crevice to 
get through. Take a garment from the 
wall, find you could shake out a cupful. 
It was a veritable plague. In a shed 
where the boards had shrunk, and the 
cracks been battered, the spaces between 
the shrunken boards were packed 
full. 


They were flying for about two weeks, 
and then they disappeared mostly, or 
tbev did not liy much, but were hidden 
under papers, clothing, and every availa- 
ble place. 
In November, before the 


rains, they spread around but not to fly; 
make a light in the night, and you would 
see the floorncarly covered; lift up a rug 
and the floor under would be black, and 
they would go scuttling away for some 
other hiding. I had occasion to take up 
a floor board after they had apparently 
disappeared, stragglers exec-plod. 
The 


house was upon underpinning two fe.et 
or more from the ground. 
When tho 


board was raised, there were tho overflow 
bugs piled up agrunst a place of under- 
pinning, making such a pile as a half 
bushel of grain would make. They were 
nil through the foot-hills the same, and 
much the sane in Los Angeles about 
Korfolk, but they did not fly much in 
the latter place, " In Los Angeles they 
Hocmod to be worse before tho "Santa 
Annas," a hot wind from tho desert fill- 
ing the air with sand; and though the 
chickens wero ever so hungry for ineects, 
they would not eat tho overflow bugs. 
You send for a sack of meal, and when 
you open it you see a handful of overflow 
bugs; in the" night you put up your hand 
to brush one from your face, and then 
you get up for soap and water to cleanse 
your hand. In tiic morning, if you put 
on garments without shaking, you get 
thorn quickly oil'and shake them.—Cor. 
Nature.
